SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 1 4 - 
Official inquiry into the crash 
of the Navy’s pride, the U. S. S. 
Macon, was to get under way 
here today. 
Uncle Sam’s warriors of the 
sea wanted to know why their 
dirigible, 
the world’s 
greatest, 
suddenly zoomed into the Pa­ 
cific off Point Sur, 110 miles 
south of here, with the loss of 
two lives and painful injuries to 
eight of the 81 crew members 
who were rescued in highly ef­ 
ficient operations of the fleet’s 
cruisers. 
As the survivors of the disaster 
which claimed the last of the navy’s 
dirigibles, 
a $2.450,000 stream lined 
job, were landed here, Adm iral Jos­ 
eph M. Reeves, com m ander-in-chief 
of the fleet, appointed his inquisi­ 
torial body. 
Probers Named 
He nam ed R ear Admiral O. G. 
M urphin as president of the board, 
w ith the following m em bers: Capt. 
W ilbur R. Van Auken, C aptain Har­ 
ry E. Shoem aker and Com m ander

H A R R ISB U R G , Feb. 14.—The 
Earle adm inistration is planning 
consolidation of all state penal 
and correctional institutions un­ 
der the Departm ent of Justice, 
it was learned today. 
Supervision of state penal insti­ 
tutions will be transferred from the 
Department of Welfare and com­ 
bined with the state pardon and 
parole system under the attorney 
general. 
Such a change has been 
advocated by the State Chamber of 
Commerce and other organizations. 
Other changes in the administra­ 
tive setup on Capitol H ill also are 
under consideration, but no decision 
has been reached. Among the sub­ 
jects discussed were proposals to 
combine the state police and high­ 
way motor patrol and reorganize 
the State Insurance Department.

Combination of state police and 
> the motor patrol, the latter now 
under the Department of Revenue, 
was recommended in the report of 
the Sterling legislative committee, 
named to study the state govern­ 
ment, but never accomplished.

Nerves Give Way. 
Flemington, N. J., Feb. 14,—Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann—sentenced to 
die in the electric chair the week 
of March 18 next—was in a dis­ 
traught state in his cell here today. 
His “iron” nerves finally gave way 
and he wept. 
Hours after a jury of eight men 
and four women found him guilty 
of the murder of the Lindbergh 
baby, he lay face down on his cot, 
sobbing and muttering phrases in 
German. 
He did not quake during those 
tense and dramatic moments when 
the jury said “guilty”.

tence.

As I am !” 
Mr. Micawber may not have been the ideal among finan­ 
cial advisers, and he had not even the redeeming feature of prac­ 
ticing what he preached. 
But his advice to David was sound, 
and put with an expression and brevity which belied his gen­ 
eral reputation for loquacity as completely as its substance con­ 
tradicted his complete and permanent improvidence. 
It is an 
admonition to thrift in the manner of Benjamin Franklin. 
May we apply Mr. Micawber’s reasoning to government 
finances, as earnestly advocated by the New Deal government? 
Annual income four billion, annual expenditure eight billion, re­ 
sult— well, it will be at least a fair degree of misery for some 
future generations of taxpayers. 
Those who chart the course of government spending have 
found more in Mr. Micawber’s life to emulate than they find ac­ 
ceptable in what was probably the only evidence he ever gave 
of a sound belief in living within one’s income. 


GOVERNOR EARLE’S STUPENDOUS BUDGET 
Analyzing the stupendous budget submitted by Governor Earle to 
the Pennsylvania State Legislature, and the additional tax plans sug­ 
gested to raise the huge sum, the Philadelphia Inquirer says: 
“The most serious crisis in the history of this Commonwealth.” 
Such is Governor Earle’s description of the existing situation. To meet 
it he calls for appropriations aggregating almost half a billion dollars. 
Including a deficit of nearly $50,000,000, as of May 31 next, and $120,- 


0 00,000 for unemployment relief during the two fiscal years to follow, 
he figures th at $355,656,253 must come out of the general fund. In ad­ 
dition he estimates th at there will be collected and expended $141,470,- 
469 from the motor license, fish, game, Banking Departm ent and State 
Farm Products Show funds, making a grand total of $497,126,724. 
W ith these special funds wTe need not disturb ourselves, since they 
have long been in operation. We build highways and repair roads with 
the receipts from motor licenses, for instance. 
W hat directly interests 
the taxpayer—and interests him in a large way—is the demand which 
the governor makes for $203,000,000 to be raised through new and in ­ 
creased taxation. It is stupendous and without precedent. While he is 
satisfied th at no item on his taxable list can be eliminated or reduced, 
Mr. Earle reminds the legislature th at the responsibility is on its should­ 
ers and that if it can find other methods th at are preferable he will be 
glad to consider them. 
Doubtless efforts to do so will be attempted. In any event bitter 
controversy can not be avoided. 
The governor spurns any suggestion 
of a general sales tax “because it is in effect a ‘sock-the-poor’ tax.” * * * * 
It Hr creditable to the governor that he will have nothing to do 
With a gross income tax, since “it would work hardship on thousands of 
Pennsylvania businesses and industries operating on a small margin of 
profit.” But he has no hesitation in clapping a flat tax of 6 per cent on 
corporate net income, which would be a severe blow to struggling Indus­ 
tries, and he would bring every manufacturing plant under a five-mil! 
capital stock tax. 
Movement to obtain low'er rates from public utilities has gained 
headway. Gradually they have been coming down. But Mr. Earle hurls 
an obstacle in this pathway of progression. He would levy the five-mill 
stock tax on utilities and subject them to a 2 per cent tax on gross re­ 
ceipts. He wTould also collect one-half mill per kilowatt hour on all elec­ 
tricity. He insists th at these taxes shall not be passed along to the con­ 
sumer. But that would be for the Public Service Commission to deter­ 
mine after hearings. 
Cigarettes, tobacco, gasoline come in for taxation. 
The Federal 
Government now takes 10 per cent of the price of admission to amuse­ 
ments. Mr. Earle would take another 10 per cent. One Item on his list 
is a tax on out-of-state motor trucks crossing the Pennsylvania border, 
A good idea, could it be made workable. Unfortunately its practicability 
is doubtful. There would immediately be retaliation. 
Aside from revenue raising, the governor evidently is seeking some­ 
thing of the autocratic authority enjoyed by President Roosevelt. 
He 
wants the legislature to appropriate in bulk for state and state-aided in­ 
stitutions, leaving it for him to make the allocations. 
His argument is 
th at there should be a thorough investigation of the efficiency of these 
institutions. 
Like the schemes turned out on paper by many men of 
many minds in Washington, the theory has an attractive surface appear­ 
ance, but what is beneath that surface? It would place a powerful politi­ 
cal weapon in the hands of the governor, easily available did he wish to 
use it. 
We are inclined to thmk that decided opposition to this plan will 
develop at Harrisburg. 
Direct appropriations, which have heretofore 
been made, would not prevent a careful survey of the institutions by any 
commission that the governor saw fit to appoint. As for the budget mes­ 
sage as a whole, it must be rather startling to the legislators. 
It pre­ 
sents a problem th at is intricate and which requires the most carcfu* 
consideration and discussion.

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Circulation At 
Public Library 
Shows Decline 


Slight Drop In Number Of 
Books Issued Viewed As 
Healty Sign By 
Librarian 


ANNUAL REPORT 
GIVEN TRUSTEES 


While th e report of Miss Alice M. 
sterling, librarian, which was sub­ 
m itted to the board of trustees of 
the library a t their recent annual 
m eeting, shows th a t the circulation 
of the library decreased for the first 
tim e in th e history of the institution, 
it is viewed as a healthy sign th at 
the depression is ending. 
The sum m ary of the year’s activi­ 
ties a t the library is contained in 
th e following resume by Miss S ter­ 
ling in the 24th annual report of the 
library: 
"The phenom enal increase in cir­ 
culation enjoyed by all public li­ 
braries for several years is frankly 
adm itted to have been due largely to 
economic depression and unem ploy­ 
m ent. It is, therefore, on th e whole 
encouraging to report for the first 
tim e in the history of the library a 
Joss in circulation as compared with 
the previous year. W hile this is the 
sm allest circulation since 1929, it 
represents a gain of 4C per cent as 
compared w ith th a t year and of 70 
per cent as com pared with 1928. I t 
represents a daily average circula­ 
tion of 955 books. 
"The library’s reference work is 
Increasingly interesting. Some phases 
of this work is the cooperation with 
classes from Slippery Rock State 
Teachers college, Geneva college and 
the University of Pittsburgh; work 
for high school classes and individ­ 
ual students; and 
help for both 
m en’s and women’s clubs. 
For the 
pictures of costumes and other his­ 
torical data for the pageant cele­ 
brating th e 300th anniversary of free 
public schools in Pennsylvania, the 
library resources were used.

books to circulation. 
"The library is grateful to its m any 
donors. A notable gift was received 
in November from the Lawrence 
County Federation of W omen’s clubs 
in the "Talking Book”, an electric 
phonograph for th e use of the blind. 
The records for it are furnished by 
the Library of Congress and reach 
this library through 
Carnegie 
li­ 
brary of Pittsburgh. 
The atten d ­ 
ance of blind persons has varied from 
one to 11. The Pennsylvania Power 
company has made a fine contribu­ 
tion to this project by allowing the 
blind person and his guide to ride 
the trolley for one fare to and from 
the library for these readings. 
"Another gift was the set of fac­ 
simile compositions of Stephen C. 
Foster by Josiah K. Lilly of In d ian ­ 
apolis. 
"The Lawrence County Medical so­ 
ciety, the R otary club, the Business 
and Professional W omen’s club, the 
Baldwin Bible class of Highland U.

GOVERNOR’S TAX BILLS ARE FACING OPPOSITION 


General Sales

Much Opposition Manifest, 
ed To Special Tax Plans 
Of Democrats 


GAS TAX BOOST 
STRONGLY OPPOSED

George H. Earle’s $200,- 
000,000 program of new taxes 
upon which rests the structure 
of his half-billion dollar budget 
for the next two years, today 
was headed for emasculation in 
the hostile Republican senate. 
Some administration leaders 
privately even feared the hither­ 
to solid Democratic majority in 
the house might disintegrate un­ 
der pressure to approve imposi­ 
tion of new taxes on individuals 
and business under present eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
Republican senators politically al­ 
lied to former Senator Joseph R. 
Grundy, head of the powerful Penn­ 
sylvania M anufacturers association, 
charged the drastic new' taxes in­ 
tended for business and industry 
would drive them from the state. 
Democratic senators retorted in the 
words of Governor Earle th at “cer­ 
tain powerful and special business 
interests have never borne their 
pioper share of the tax burden.” 
With extended borrowing and a 
state income tax impossible under 
the present constitution, adminis­ 
tration leaders asserted new taxes 
constituted the only recourse in the 
state’s 
present 
fiscal 
dilemma. 
Steadily rising relief costs and slowly 
decreasing 
receipts obviated 
any 
other method of raising revenue, 
they insisted.

G reatest opposition of taxpayers 
thus far was directed against the

boost of two cents in the gasoline 
tax levy. Organized by motor clubs, 
automobile

state were pouring a steady stream 
of protesting telegrams and letters 
into Harrisburg.

Frank W. Ruth, floor leader, experi­ 
enced difficulty in obtaining a spon­ 
sor for the measure. 
A small bloc of Democratic rep­ 
resentatives were considering the 
possibility of scrapping most of the 
adm inistration sponsored taxes for 
a general sales tax which was vigor­ 
ously opposed by the governor in his 
budget message as a “soek-the-poor” 
tax. Requests have been dispatched 
for copies of the West Virginia sales 
tax act and one Democratic legisla­ 
tor who asked to remain anonymous 
was considering drafting a similar 
tiil for Pennsylvania. “It probably 
wouldn’t be any use to introduce it, 
though,’’ he commented. 
Sales Tax “Painless”. 
To arguments th at a sales tax 
ultimately reverts to the “little fel­ 
low”, sponsors of the impost as­ 
serted many of the governor’s taxes, 
especially the tax on utilities, will 
eventually be paid by the small con­ 
sumer.

(International News Service) 
KAMENZ, Germany, Feb. 14.—A 
letter asking mercy for Bruno Rich­ 
ard Hauptmann was sent to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today by the con­ 
demned man’s mother, Frau Paulina 
Hauptmann. 
Besieged by an army of newspap­ 
ermen in her little cottage here, 
Frau Hauptmann acceded to the 
suggestion of one of them that she 
write the chief executive. 
In the missive, which she prompt- 
y posted, Frau Hauptmann pleaded 
for a milder sentence, citing her 
poverty, old age and certainty of her 
son’s innocence. 
“I asked the president,’* Frau 
Hauptmann said, “to please not 
consider my son’s crimes in Ger­ 
many in too grave a light. 
“I told him he had been excited 
by the w?ar, and that he was young 
and long without a job. 
“I asked him to consider my old 
age and to remember that I lost two 
sons in the war. I told him I was 
a widow, poor and lonely, and that 
the guilt of my son was not clearly 
established. 
“Perhaps he can do something to 
obtain a milder sentence. My son 
should not die.”
